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This  history  makes  no  pretence  of  being-  classical,  ii  merely  tolls 
as  near  as  we  car*  get  it  when  the  Sheets  family  came  to  this  •.  en¬ 
try,  where  they  came  from  as  far  back  as  we  can  trace  them  any  the 
lineage  to  the  present  times- 1940.  Much  credit  is  given  to  A.  C 
Sheets  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  securing  the  eariv  information. 

History  tells  us  that  John  or  Johan  Sheets  (lot)  came  acres*  the 
ocean  from  Holland  with  the  2nd  colony  of  Wrn.  Penn  in  1862  and 
settled  on  a  farm  of  012  acres  bought  of  Wm.  Penn  He  raised  a  large 
family,  as  for  their  names  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  them  except 
the  name  Frederick  (2  g.)  who  had  four  sons  (3  g\)  George,  Jacob, 
Christian,  Frederick. 

George  remained  on  a  farm  near  Emmittsburg  along  the  Mono-e¬ 
asy  river.  His  family  scattered  from  there 

Jacob  went  to  Va.  and  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  and  from 
there  his  family  scattered,  some  going  to  Ohio  settling  near  Beta  A, 
and  others  going  to  IzkI.  settling  near  Frankfort.  Christian  also  came 
to  Ohio  settling  near  Cbtilicothe. 

Frederick  f-3  g.)  our  ancestor,  left  Frederick  Co.,  Mch  in  IS. *2 
coming  to  Pittsburg,  Pa  He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  It  was  too 
rough  for  fanning,  and  came  on  to  Columbiana  Co.,  Ohio,  -where  he 
bought  a  farm  of  i;40>  acres  (one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Cm}. 
Here  he  raised  a  family  of  eleven  children  (4  g.)  namely:  Wm.,  Ab¬ 
ram,  J aeon,  Frederick,  John  (our  ancestor).  Samuel.  Christian,  George, 
Margaret,  Barbara,  Anna  Mario.  This  family  like  all  the  rest  of 
American  people  and  their  ancestors  scattered  to  different  part-  of 
the  country,  some  going  west  others  went  east  and  others  south.  At¬ 
one  time  the  seven  sons  lived  on  their  portion  of  the  section  and  two 
daughters  married  owners  on  adjacent  farms. 

John  M  g.)  b.  1783  son  of  Frederick  and  Barbara  Sheets  married 
Catherine  Euoert,  b.  1,789.  Thev  lived  on  a  farm  in  Columbiana  Co., 
O.,  where  their  family  of  14  children  were  born  and  reared.  The 
children  namely:  Margaret,  Barbara,  Samuel,  Anna,  Wm.,  Mary .  Ad¬ 
am,  Jehu,  Solomon,  John,  Benjamin,  Frederick,  Josiah  and  Elias. 

Several  of  their  children  moved  to  Van  Wert  Co.,  O.  They  v  two 
so  much  impressed  with  the  report  of  the  country  which  their  chil¬ 
dren  gave,  that  they  thought  Van  Wert  Co.  would  be  a  good  place  to 
make  a  hame,  so  in  1850  they  moved  and  located  on  a  farm  in  vVi  11- 
shire  Twp.,  about  1o  mile  west  of  Wren,  where  John  lived  until  his 
death  May  1.  1 852,  age  79  yrs.  His  widow  remained  on  the  farm  for 
about  10  yrs.,  when  she  went  to  live  with  her  oldest  son  Samuel  un¬ 
til  her  death.  Xov,  17,  1878,  age  89  yrs. 

When  this  generation  of  the  family  came  to  Van  Wert  Co.  it. 
was  nothing  but  a  wilderness,  and  we  cannot  honor  them  toe-  much 
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throwing  gunpowder  on  the  fire  to  scare  away  the  wolves. 

John  Sheets  came  to  America  in  1682  making  the  1st  g.  of  the 
Sheets  family  in  this  country,  his  son  Frederick  2  g.  Frederick  3  g. 
John  4  g.  and  his  14  children  make  the  5  g\  from  which  spring  this 
vast  relationship  in  Ohio,  Ind.  and  as  they  were  getting  too  thick 
to"  thrive,  many  moved  to  ot  her  states  and  members  of  the  family 
can  now  be  found  in  most  states  from  coast  to  coast,  also  in  Canada. 

Research  reveals  many  interesting  things.  We  learn  that  agricul¬ 
ture  is  and  has  always  been  the  main  occupation  of  the  family  al¬ 
though  then  as  now  they  are  represented  in  nearly  all  vocations  of 
life.  We  find  that  the  Sheets  family  were  aiways  law  abiding  citizens 
and  belonged  to  churches  of  various  denominations,  although  the 
early  members  of  the  family  were  mostly  Lutherans  as  there  were 
many  of  them  buried  in  the  Lutheran  cemetery  at  Ernmittshurg. 
The  keen  sence  of  honor  and  the  keen  senee  of  the  right  cf  others 
together  with  the  habits  of  industry  seem  to  have  installed  in  the 
very  being  of  the  Penn  Colony  and  especially  to  our  ancestors  and 
we  are  proud  to  say  the  same  qualities  seem  to  have  been  impart¬ 
ed  to  his  decendents  so  much  so  that  it  is  commonly  said  that  no 
Sheets  ever  became  rich,  usually  however,  in  comfortable  circum¬ 
stances  and  very  few,  if  any,  subjects  of  public  charity.  History  re¬ 
cords  they  as  an  industrious,  conscientious,  law-abiding,  and  seif  re¬ 
spected  people. 
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Home  of  John  and  Catherine  Rupert  Sheets  4  g.,  in  Wilishire 
ship.  Van  Wen  County,  Ohio.  Now  owned  by  Roy  Clifton,  a  great 
grandson.  It  bus  been  in  the  Sheets  family  since  1850.

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Some  Facts  About  Our  Reunions 


A  few  months  before  our  first  reunion,  a  few  of  the  Sheets' 
cousins  6  g ,  met  at  Van  Wert,  Ohio,  in  A-  C.  Sheets'  office  to  talk 
over  plans  for  a  Sheets'  Reunion.  A  meeting  was  held  in  April  1905. 
Jehu,  the  only  one  of  the  5th  g  living  here,  was  to  have  met  with 
them,  but  was  prevented  by  an  accident  while  driving  to  Van  Wert 
(These  were  the  days  of  the  horse  and  buggy,  also  the  time  of  build¬ 
ing  the  Ft.  Wayne-Lima  Interurban  line)  with  his  granddaughter 
Myrtle.  His  horse  became  frightened  at  the  machinery  being  used  to 
tear  up  the  street  for  the  Interurban  track,  ran,  upsetting  the  bug¬ 
gy  throwing  its  occupants  out.  Jehu  was  thrown  striking  his  head  on 
a  fence  post  cutting  the  corner  of  his  eye.  Other  than  this  a  good 
shake  up  was  all  they  were  hurt.  Joe  and  Catherine  Lare  were  wit¬ 
nesses  as  they  were  driving  just  back  of  them. 

The  result  of  this  and  a  few  other  meetings  was  the  First  Sheets' 
Reunion  held  Aug.  23,  1905,  in  the  Josiah  Sheets'  grove  in  Harrison 
Twp.,  Van  Wert  Co.,  Ohio,  just  south  of  Bethlehem  Luth.  Church. 

This  was  not  only  a  reunion  but  the  celebarting  of  the  83rd 
birthday  anniversary  of  Jehu  Sheets  the  oldest  Sheets  living. 

Of  the  5th  g  only  four  were  living,  Jehu,  Solomon,  John  and 
Benjamin,  and  onjv  two  Jehu  and  Benjamin  were  at  this  reunion 
with  the  226  who  enjoyed  the  occasion. 

Dinner  baskets  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  tirst  reunion,  as 
some  clothes  baskets  and  wash  tubs  were  used  to  bring  the  dinner, 
which  was  a  very  delicious  one.  It  was  indeed  a  very  delightful  day 
spent  together.  The  first  officers  were:  Pres.,  Oliver  Sheets,  Wren; 
Sec'ry,  A.  C.  Sheets,  Van  Wert;  Treas.,  Elias  Sheets,  Convoy. 

The  second  Reunion  held  in  Josiah  Sheets’  grove  Aug.  15,  1906, 
was  also  a  birthday  celebration,  that  of  our  sec’ry  A.  C.  Sheets.  There 
were  220  present  from  12  different  states  and  A.  C.  records  them  as 
all  “lengths  and  widths.”  At  this  reunion  the  remaining  three  bro., 
Jehu,  84  yrs.,  John  81  yrS.,  and  Benjamin  78  yrs.  met  for  the  first 
time  in  24  years.  They  had  hoped  that  the  four  brothers  could  be  to¬ 
gether  at  the  this  time,  but  death  claimed  Solomon  in  Feb.  pre- 
ceeding. 

The  third  Reunion  Aug.  21.  1907,  was  held  at  a  grove  in  Wren, 
O.  Nothing  special  marked  this  Reunion  except  the  200  present  were 
from  Ohio  and  Ind.  and  all  had  an  exceptionally  good  time. 

The  fourth  Reunion  Aug.  19,  1908,  at  the  Van  Wert  Co.  fair 
grounds,  had  the  largest  attendance  of  any  of  our  Reunions,  230 
present. 

The  fifth  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  18,  1909,  at  Van  Wert  Co.  lair 
ground  with  105  in  attendance.  John  Huffman  6  g  of  Bremen,  ind.. 
attended  this  Reunion.  It  was  his  first  visit  to  his  birthplace  in  more 
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than  50  years.  He  was  born  in\  Van  Wert  Co.  and  moved  away  when 
he  was  only  5  yr.  old.  He  died  before  the  next  Reunion..  A  choir 
composed  of  members  of  the  Sheets’  family  living-  near  Bethlehem 
Luth.  Church  sang  for  several  reunions.  At  this  reunion  they  sang 
the  Grand  Medley  chorus  which  wras  enjoyed  very  much. 

The  sixth  Reunion,  held  Aug.  31,  1910  at  Van  Wert  Co.  fair 
ground.  There  were  171  present  to  enjoy  themselves  together  and  to 
form  better  acquaintance  with  one  another.  Another  of  the  older 
generation  passed  away,  this  time  John  Sheets  of  Neb.  in  Oct.  1909. 
Just  two  of  the  older  generation  left — Jehu  and  Benjamin. 

The  seventh  Reunion,  Aug.  23,  1911,  was  held  at  the  fair  ground 
at  Kendelvil  le,  Ind.  The  members  of  the  family  residing  in  Van 
Wert  Co.  made  the  trip  by  traction  and  enjoyed  the  going  and  re¬ 
turning  as  well  as  the  day  together  with  the  other  members.  There 
were  several  other  branches  of  the  family  present.  There  were  129 
present. 

The  eight!)  Reunion,  Aug.  21,  1912,  was  held  at  Swinney  Park, 
Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  We  had  a  hard  rain  in  the  P.  AL  but  that  did  not 
dampen  the  spirits  of  the  192  present.  At  former  Reunions  there 
were  members  of  other  branches  present  but  this  time  there  were 
more  branches  represented  than  ever  before.  The  branches  at  Frank¬ 
fort,  Ind.,  were  represented  by  about  40.  They  brought  their  band 
and  gave  some  fine  music.  On  this  occasion,  as  on  many  others,  the 
older  people  were  not  forgotten  as  Mrs.  Zimri  Sheets  of  Frankfort, 
Ind.,  presented  a  cake  in  honor  of  Jehu  Sheets’  90th  birthday  anni¬ 
versary  which  was  two  days  later.  This  cake  was  a  very  large  one, 
about  12-inches  across  and  6-inches  high,  and  as  A.  C.  said  *‘I1  was 
simply  fine.*’ 

The  ninth  Reunion  wras  held  Aug.  22,  1913  at  Swinney  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.,  with  118  present. 

The  tenth  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  23,  1914  at  Van  Wert  Co.  fair 
grounds  as  were  the  next  eleven.  There  were  130  present. 

The  Eleventh  Reunion  Aug.  17,  1915  with  144  present.  Altho’  we 
always  enjoyed  the  reunions  very  much,  yet  there  was  a  note  of  sad¬ 
ness  as  we  noted  the  absence  of  several.  This  year  death  claimed  our 
two  oldest  people;  Benj.  Sheets  died  May  17,  1915,  age  87  yrs.,  and 
Jehu  Sheets  died  June  14,  1915,  age  92  years.  This  leaves  the  6  g  as 
our  oldest  people. 

The  twelfth  Reunion  Aug.  16,  1916.  158  present.  Talk  about 
family  History. 

The  thirteenth  Reunion,  Aug.  15,  1917.  Another  birthday  anni¬ 
versary  of  our  Sec’ry  A.  C.  Sheets.  Quoting  our  Sec’ry,  “Auto  after 
Auto  came  packed  with  Sheets  and  baskets.”  147  present. 

The  fourteenth  Reunion,  Aug.  21,  1918  with  113  present.  This 
might  well  be  called  our  Patriotic  Meeting,  as  we  honored  our  14 
boys  in  service  by  singing  patiotic  songs  and  planned  to  make  a 
service  Hag.  Com.  app.  to  make  flag:  Myrtle  and  Florence  Sheets 
and  Iturea  Pancake.  The  boys  in  service  were:  Sherman  Kreischer, 
Orley  S.  Barkley,  Frank  Lockhart,  Howard  Lockhart,  Earl  Hauk,  Jac- 
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ob  Kreischer,  Wallace  Yarian,  Ora  Hurless,  Fred  Sheets,  Dwight 
Sheets,  H.  A.  Sheets,  James  Montgomery,  Clyde  Sheets  and  Frank 
Sheets.

The  sixteenth  .Reunion,  Aug.  18,  1920.  Were  ill  present.  One 
item  of  interest  this  year  was  the  presence  of  a  new  member  of  the 
family.  You  could  hear  the  questions;  Who  is  she?.  Where  did  she 
come  from?  and  Where  does  she  belong?  but  no  one  could  answer 
until  we  saw  the  smiling  face  of  A.  C.  Sheets  and  heard  him  proud¬ 
ly  say  **This  is  my  wife." 

The  seventeenth  Reunion,  Aug.  17,  1921.  Were  119  present.  Katie 

Lare  conducted  a  get  together  hour  and  M.  A.  Sheets  conducted  con¬ 
tests  and  games. 

TheEighteenth  Reunion  Aug.  16,  1923  with  66  present.  Noted  for 
a  very  small  crowd  but  a  very  fine  time. 

The  nineteenth  Reunion,  Aug.  15,  1923.  A.  C.  Sheets  Birthday  an¬ 
niversary  again.  Smallest  no.  (66)  present,  but  ‘*Oh  such  a  good 

time.” 

The  twentieth  Reunion  Aug.  20,  1924.  Another  red  letter  day  for 
88  members  of  the  family. 

The  twenty-first  Reunion,  Aug.  19,  1925.  The  day  exceedingly 
warm.  95  present. 

The  twenty-second  Reunion  Aug.  18,  1926,  held  at  Memorial  Park, 
Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  97  present. 

The  twenty-third  Reunion  Aug.  21,  1927  at  Foster  Park.  With  the 
next  to  the  largest  no.  present — 227.  All  previous  reunions  were  held 
on  W'ed.  The  23rd  and  all  following  were  held  on  Sunday. 

The  twenty-fourth  Reunion  Aug.  17,  1928  at  Memorial  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.,  about  201  present. 

The  twenty-fifth  Reunion  Aug.  18,  1929  at  Lakeside  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.  Both  Pres,  and  Vice  Pres,  were  absent.  A.  Z.  Smith  took 
charge  of  the  business.  A  com.  composed  of  A.  C,  Josiah  and  Oliver 
Sheets  were  app.  to  look  after  the  monuments  of  our  ancestors’ 
graves  in  the  Pence  Cemetery’,  Wrren,  O.  203  present  this  Reunion. 

The  twenty-sixth  Reunion,  Aug.  17,  1930  held  at  Foster  Park 
with  158  present.  Rainy  day.  Report  of  monument  com;  Monuments 
repaired  and  in  good  condition. 

The  twenty-seventh  Reunion  Aug.  16,  1931  at  Memorial  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.  with  110  present.  Among  those  who  died  was  A.  C. 
Sheets,  who  had  been  our  Sec'ry  for  15  years. 

The  twenty-eighth  Reunion  Aug.  21,  1932  at  Memorial  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.  with  85  present.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  D.  Kibler  of  north  of 
Lima.  Ohio,  presented  a  bouquet  of  flowers  to  the  oldest  person  pres¬ 
ent  w’hich  was  claimed  by  J.  P.  Lare.  The  Kiblers  had  not  been  with 
us  for  10  years. 
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The  twenty-ninth  Reunion  Aug*.  20,  1933  at  Memorial  Park,  96 
present.  The  questions  of  how  many  at  this  reunion  attended  the 
first,  and  how  many  attended  all  were  asked.  30  present  attended 
the  first  and  one  Myrtle  O.  Sheets,  attended  all.  Josiah  and  George 
Sheets  all  but  one,  and  Olivia  Pancake  and  M.  A.  Sheets  ail  but  two. 

The  thirtieth  Reunion  Aug.  19,  1934,  at  Memorial  Park.  Ft. 
Wayne,  ind.,  124  present.  One  feature  of  the  day  was  songs  the  older 
people  knew  and  sang  by  those  who  knew  them. 

The  thirty- first  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  18,  1935,  at  Memorial 
Park,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  There  were.  130  that  enjoyed  this  Reunion. 

The  thirty-second  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  16,  1936  at  Memorial 
Park,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  with  121  present. 

The  thirty-third  Reunion  Aug.  15,  1937,  at  Memorial  Park,  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind.  162  present.  Six  in  attendance  this  year  were  over  80 
years  old. 

The  thirty-fourth  Reunion  Aug.  21,  1938,  at  Memorial  Park,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Ind.,  with  137  present.  This  reunion  will  always  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  the  saddest.  After  having  greeted  each  other,  and  while  sit¬ 
ting  enjoying  the  good  things  that  sustain  life,  our  widest  member . 
Josiah  Sheets,  was  called  from  a  bountiful  life  here  to  eterrai  life 
with  GocL  At  the  end  of  his  life  here  he  was  surrounded  by  a  re¬ 
union  of  friends  and  we  know  in  the  beginning  of  Life  Eternal  he 
was  welcomed  by  a  reunion  of  friends,  equally  as  large  or  perhaps 
larger,  who  down  through  the  years  have  left  us. 

The  thirty-tilth  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  15,  1939,  at  Memorial 
Park.  Ft.  Wyane,  Ind.,  with  119  present.  While  we  were  glad  to  see 
and  greet  each  other,  yet  our  spirits  were  saddened  by  memories  of 
last  Reunion. 

The  thirty-sixth  Reunion  was  held  Aug.  18,  1940,  at  Lawton  Park, 
Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  There  were  160  present  to  enjoy  the  day.  One  of  he 
thing's  we  enjoyed  very  much  was  rain.  This  Reunion  will  be  put  in 
the  history  of  Reunions  as  the  one  seeing  the  completion  of  the 
History  and  Genealogy  of  the  Sheets  family,  which  was  first  talked 
about  in  1916.  A.  C.  Sheets  spent  much  time  and  effort,  as  did  the 
present  committee,  Myrtle  O.  Sheets,  author,  and  Wm.  J.  Rummei,  n 
bringing  about  its  completion.  We  feel  very  grateful  to  our  printer.
